We shall not attempt to give even a syn- 
opsis of this great man,s speech, or 0: those 
other illustrieus Georgians who followed 
him. He said, among other things, that he 
rejoiced to see, after four years of war and 
three years Of Radical peace—ten times 
worse than war—so many Georgians as- 
sembled to strike for the great principles 
of the Democratic party and anotlicr blow 
for freedom. In the name of every friend 
of liberty he thanked them for being here 
to-day in the cause of liberty. When true 
men on both sides were bravely battleing 
on the field of Mars, a cunning, artful and 
fraudulent c1ew, under the cry of Union, 
stole into the temple of liberty and plun- 
dered it. At. New York Gen. McClellan 
and the gallant Hampton had shaken 
hands, and honest men everywhere and of 
every party are uniting with them to de- 
feat the common enemy, The old Whig 
and the old Democrat were here to oppose 
the oppressors of our country. Without 
analyzing the great subjects now agitating 
the nation, he would say that equality. in 
taxation is what is wanted.

He removed to Cincinnati in 1833; was 
elected Cashier of the Commercial Bank in 
1836; in 1853 he was chosen President of

But it was to his literary labors that 
Judge Hall owed for many years a wide 
and well-deserved celebrity. Forty years 
ago his name was almost a synonym for 

estern-American literature. He com- 
menced his connection with the press in 
Illinois, and was even after his embarka- 
tion in the prosaic business of discountin 
notes, a prolific writer of volumes an 
periodical papers. He was aman gifted 
with strong powers of observation, both of 
men and things, and of unusual capacity 
for descriptive writing; and the neatness 
and polish of his style was in plea:a.t con- 
trast with the primitive rudeness, which, 
if not cultivated by, was tolerated in man 
‘Western rsons of literary ambition. 
Judge Hall was a man of great amiability 
of character, a public-spiiited citizen, a 
polished gentleman, with many friends 
and few enemies.— Cincinnati Enquirer.
